30. (Amended) The emergency information terminal of claim 28, 
further comprising a memory unit capable of storing abnormality history data, 
wherein said main controller is operable to record the abnormality into said 
memory unit as the abnormality history data when detecting the abnormality. 
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32. (Amended) The emergency information terminal of claim 22, 
wherein at least one of said main controller and said sub controller is operable to 
monitor an operation of said first and second power supply circuits.

Claims 19, 20, 21,38, 39, 59, 60, 64 and 65 have been cancelled. 

Claims 30 and 32 have been amended as follows: 

30. (Amended) The emergency information terminal of claim 28, 
further comprising a memory unit capable of storing abnormality history data, 
wherein said main controller is operable to record the abnormality into said 
memory unit as the abnormality history data when detecting the abnormality. 

32. (Amended) The emergency information terminal of claim 22, 
wherein at least one of said main controller and said sub controller is operable to 
monitor an operation of said first and second power supply circuits.
